A team of five masked ban* 


dlts smashed a door at the WU* 
Its Harrington du Pont mansion 
early Thursday and took a col« 
lection of U.S. coins valued by 
Du Pont at $500,000 and the Rus- 
sian Prince George Mikhallov- 
Itch collection valued by the 
Smithsonian Institution at about 
$1,5 million, 


The true value of the one- 


of-a-kind 
Mlkhallovitch collec- 


tion to others may be underlined 
by the stormy history of the 
coins, a prize of the Russian 
Revolution later stolen from the 
Bolsheviks. 


Du Pont, 31, his Spanish wife 


Mlren, 29, their oldest son Vic- 
tor, 4, and two servants were 
tied up. Another son, 1-year-old 
Lammot, wae left asleep. 


"They came right Into the 


bedroom and shoved iheir weap- 
ons at us and said, 'We want 
your money.. . tell us whore It is 
or we'll blow your brains out,' " 
Du Pont saJd. 


Mrs. Du Pont was told to open 


the bedroom safe. 


"I was so nervous I couldn't 


remember the combination she 
said. "They told me: You better 
remember or we'll put a bullet 
through your head.' " 


The bandits took $4,000 In 


cash and $50,000 In jewels from 
that safe, dropping a $10,000 bill 
on the bedroom floor, then led 
Du Pont downstairs to his den 
where he opened the large vault 
containing about 000 Russian 
coins and about 6,500 U.S. eoi.is.

The administration added a 


new Ingredient in the weeks- 
long test of wills between the 
President and Congress by sus- 
pending Indefinitely some $3.5 
billion worth of military build- 
ing and civil public works pro- 
grams. 


The freeze, announced by the

Reds' Top 
Nuclear Man 
Is Refugee 
EDMONTON, Canada (AP>- 


Boris Dotsenko, 41»year-old for- 
mer chief nuclear scientist at 
the Ukrainian Academy of Sci- 
ences in Kiev, said Thursday 
night he will not return to the 
Soviet Union and wishes to live 
in Canada. 


Dotsenko came to the Univer* 


slty of Alberta a year ago on 10 
months' leave from his position 
as head of the nuclear laborato- 
ry at Kiev State University, 


He said in an Interview that 


he applied to the Canadian im« 
migration 
department 
two 


months ago and was granted a 
one-year extension of Ms stay In 
Canada, plus a promise that his 
application for permanent resi- 
dence here will be considered at 
the end of the one-year period. 


Dotsenko said he has had vis- 


its from Soviet Embassy offi- 
cials who attempted to persuade 
him to return to his home coun- 
try. He said he had rejected the 
officials' attempts. 


Dotsenko was reported tempo- 


rarily employed at the nuclear 
research center at the Universi- 
ty of Alberta. He said his rea- 
sons for staying in Canada are 
both professional and political, 
with the professional reasons 
the more compelling. 


Dotsenko declined 
to talk 


about his personal life in the So- 
viet Union but said his decision 
.to leave his homeland was 
made only after "much soul- 
searching." 


"The main point is that I am 


a scientist and in the conditions 
here in Canada I can work far 
more effectively. There is a far 
more. . .well, I am not afraid to 
use the word—there is a far 
more 
democratic 
approach 


here." 


He said in the Soviet Union 


there was too much emphasis 
on nuclear research that would 
have some immediate, practical 
effect and not enough on ab- 
stract research—research for 
the purpose of expanding the 
body of knowledge In a field, re- 
gardless of "practical" results.

Haiphong
